August became the fourth con­ 
secutive month with a shortage 
of rainfall here this year and 
left the first eight months 
of 
1964 more than five inches short 
of rain, despite surpluses built 
up early in the year. 


Snow and rain since January 
I has totaled only 23.47 inches 
at The Gettysburg Times weath­ 
er station and that is 5.24 inches 
below normal. 


Although the sum m er months 
of June. July and August were 
not the driest on record here. 
G ettysburg is short more than 
eight inches of rain since May 
I. This year has seen the driest 
month of May on record here in 
m ore than 60 years, the driest 
June in a decade and July was 
short on rain as was August. 
SIX MONTHS SHORT 


W eather station records show 
that more rain fell here this sum ­ 
m er than in 1930. the driest vear 
on 
record 
in 
Gettysburg. 
The 
three-month 
total 
in 
1930 
was 
5.59 
inches. 
This year 
it 
was 
6 96. Normal for the three months 
is 11.89 inches. 


What has made the effects of 
this sum m er’s drought felt more 
severely than in 1930 is the fact 
that, the years of 1961, 1962 and 
1963 have been short of rain 
In 
1929, there was a surplus. The 
accum ulated 
shortage 
of 
ram 
here for the last three years is 
18 26 inches, almost a six-month 
supply. 
This year’s 5 24-inch shortage 
comes on top of that accum ula­ 
tion. 


COOLEST SINSE '41 


Only six days of m easurable 
rainfall were recorded here last 
month. The total was 2 49 inches 
and the shortage for the month 
1.73 inches. 
Cool 
weather

made last month the coolest Au­ 
gust here since 1946. There we'-e 
only four days when the tem per­ 
ature wa: 90 or above and read­

IN U. S. FROM 
BOOM IN *20S 


Golf, from the days of knickers 
to the day of the $200,000 tourna­ 
ment, was the topic of Rod Mun­ 
day, professional at the Gettys­ 
burg Country Club, for a talk Mon­ 
day evening to the Rotary Club 
at its dinner meeting in the Lamp 
Tost Tea Room. 
Started in the 1880s in the U. S. 
after 
being developed in Scot­ 
land. golf began to boom in the 
U. S. in the “ Roaring Twenties,” 
Munday told the Rotarians. In the 
1920s “ everybody seemed to have 
a pair of knickers and a few 
golf clubr—at least a lot of people 
seemed 
to 
be 
joining 
country 
clubs. In fact there were more 
country clubs in the U. S. in the 
1920s than there are today. But 
conversely there are more golf­ 
ers today than there were in the 
KTOS.” 
Munday, a Californian, who be­ 
gan his golfing career as a caddy 
and became an assistant profes­ 
sional ta 17, recalled the profes­ 
sional under whom he began golf­ 
ing. “Tom Nichols was a Scots­ 
man. In those days if you were 
not from Scotland you were not 
likely to get a pro job. He is now 
80 and like a father to me.

ASKS FARMERS 
FOR RECORDS 
ON EMPLOYES 


"A great many farm workers 
don't get credit for their work,” 
according to Joseph S. Dickenson, 
social security district manager, 
Chambersburg. “ Farm wages are 
reported only once a year,” he 
explained. “For this reason, some 
farmers forget to keep a com­ 
plete record of the wages they pay 
their workers.” 
Dickenson listed two rules that 
determine when farm wages must 
be reported for social security. 
These are: 
1. If the worker is paid a total 
of $150 or more in cash wages I Quonset Navy Base, R. I., and 
during the year or 
Bar Point Harbor, Me. 
2. If the worker works some part 
of 20 or more days during the 
year for cash wages figured on a 
time basts, by the hour, day, etc. 
The amount paid doesn’t matter. 
To be sure a record of wages is 
available at the end of the year, 
Dickenson advised farm employers 
to keep a list of their employes 
Each time a payment is made. 
it should be shown on the list. 
KEEP RECORDS 
If total wages are less than 
$150 for the entire year and the 
employe did not work 20 days, 
no social security tax is due on 
that worker. “ Keeping a record 
during the year takes the guess­ 
work out of reporting,” said Dick­ 
enson “The farm employer then 
pays only the taxes that are duel”.'"‘“ p.""'.' 
and the worker gets full credit 
for his labor. 
“ For those farmers and fruit­ 
growers who use crew leaders 
with migrant workers, it is im­ 
portant to furnish the name, home 
address and Employer Identifica­ 
tion Number of the Crew Leader.

Opening of the 1964-65 school 
term brought a warning to motor- 
isst today from AAA Motor Club 
of Harrisburg officials to be en 
the alert for school buses. 
“Aside from the severity of 
penalties for illegally passing a 
school bus, even for a first of­ 
fense,” said William E. Miller, 
the club’s general manager, “ ne 
motorist would want to b*' re­ 
sponsible for the death orinjury 
of a school child, tragedies which 
might well be avoided through a 
knowledge of the state’s school 
bus law.” 


License suspension penalties for 
illegally passing a school 
bus 
while loading or unloading chil­ 
dren are as follows: 
First offense, one month; sec­ 
ond offense, two months; third, 
offense, three months, and fourth 
offense, four months. Conviction 
also carries a $25 fine, plus costs. 


IMPORTANT PROVISIONS 
Frank C. Russell, AAA club 
safety director, who joined Miller 
in urging motorists to "know the 
law,” pointed out the following 
Important provisions of the stat­ 
ute; 
1. On two or three-lane high­ 
ways, when a school bus has 
•topped — either on the highway 
or on the shoulder adjacent there­ 
to — with flashing signals to 
load or unload children, all traf­ 
fic must stop not less than IO 
feet from the stationary school 
bus. 
2. On four or more lane high­ 
ways not divided inn undivided 
highway is one with paint line 
markings only) the requirements 
are the same as for two-lane 
highways. 
3. On four or more lane divided 
highways (a divided highway is 
one with something other than a 
painted line separating opposing 
traffic lanes, such as a medial

“Confining it to one area with­ 
out loss of life called for difficult 
decisions and resolute but re­ 
strained action,” said Norman 
Blumburg, president of the Phila­ 
delphia AFL-CIO council. 
The Philadelphia Inquirer, in 
an editorial, said the riots were 
“spurred by young thugs who 
have become accustomed to con- 
tionships,” he told a news con- trolling the streets in their neigh- 
ference just before midnight. 
Damage ran, by Tate’s esti­ 
mates, into “ several million dol­ 
lars.” But, while most stores in 
the foun-square-mile slum area 
were damaged, conspicuous by 
their undamaged appearances 
were most of those which were 
owned by Negroes.

CITY MAY PAY 
Mayor Tate said he was pledg­ 
ing “the full assistance of his 
administration in helping the af­ 
fected merchants get back to 
normal operations as soon as 
posible.” 
Asked 
if city funds 
would be used Tate said he was 
not prepared to say at this time. 
“It is possible that the city 
will have to foot the bill for 
these damages,” he added. “We 
will give all the help we can to 
the merchants. It is conceivable 
that we could go beyond the 
limits of our liability in helping 
them.” 
A state law. enacted after the 
Civil War draft nots, would 
seem to hold the city liable for 
damages to merchants. It holds 
governmental units responsible 
for protecting property of citi­ 
zens.

Some individual policemen told 
newsmen they had been ordered 
not to interfere with the looting 
while the riots were in full 
swing.

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PTAs Can Expect Criticism 
From Right-Wing Groups 


WASHINGTON. 
D. C. — As 
schools open this fall, perhaps 
one of every 30 school districts 
In this county can look forward 
to a period of coping with ir­ 
responsible and extreme attacks 
on its policies . . . its curricu­ 
lum . . . its personnel . . . or 
its books. 
PTA groups can also expect 
their share of violent criticism. 
So say officials of such groups 
as the National Education Asso­ 
ciation, the National Congress of 
Parents 
and 
Teachers, 
a n d 
others. 
They 
point 
out 
that 
every 
school wants and needs criticism 
. . . the responsible reasoned 
criticism from which school offi­ 
cials and community leaders can 
draw ideas to improve education­ 
al services to children. 
ATTACKED TEACHERS 
But last year there were 1,000 
school districts plagued by at­ 
tempts to curtail academic free­ 
dom and attacks on professional 
personnel. Teachers were forced 
to resign, some were fired out­ 
right. School administrators were 
summarily dismissed with no ex­ 
planation. 
Public 
understanding 
and support of schools declined 
to a new low in some communi­ 
ties. In five states, right-wing 
groups threatened to wrest con­ 
trol of state PTA conventions 
from rank and file members who 
had spent years building up a 
strong constructive organization. 
Mrs. Jennelle Moorhead of Eu­ 
gene, Ore., president of the Na­ 
tional Congress of Parents and 
Teachers, says of these attacks 
on schools that “extremism is 
not a force to be ignored. Ex­ 
tremism cannot tolerate the di­ 
versity which is the lifeblood of 
democracy and freedom. It would 
take away the freedom to teach 
and to learn . . . would substi­ 
tute 
indoctrination 
for 
educa­ 
tion.” 
■XPERT ADVICE 
What can be done to combat 
these extreme attacks on schools? 
One tnswer came recently from 
the executive secretary of the 
Washington State School Direc­ 
tors’ Association. Said Elmer W. 
Stanley: 
Don’t fight extremist groups, it 
gives them stature. Instead, work 
them hard. Ask their leaders to 
put their complaints in writing 
and submit open reports. 
Don't be afraid tc ask for coun­ 
sel, preferably early in the game. 
Here are some of the organiza­ 
tions which can help: State school 
directors’ association, state edu­ 
cation associations, superintend­ 
ents (rf public instruction, state 
newspaper or broadcasters’ as 
•ociations. 


Don’t try to sweep trouble un­ 
der the rug. Instead, be quick 
to invite the press, radio, and 
television stations to help. 
Be 
frank with them and tell them 
the whole truth. 
Keep the public informed of 
what you’re doing. If the people 
know 
they 
have 
good 
schools 
they’ll pay little attention to wild 
claims. 
Give extremists exposure. Sun­ 
light kills lots of bugs. Some 
people want to '‘hoke off the op­ 
position 
and 
drive 
it 
under­ 
ground. Don’t be afraid to be­ 
lieve in freedom. If extremists 
have sufficient exposure people 
will come to recognize them for 
what they are.
